The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session at Redwood City 
last Monday. 

A communication was received from 
the Auto Car Dealers’ Association of 
San Francisco complaining that dis¬ 
crimination had been shown by olliecrs 
in the lirst, second nndthird townships 
in making arrests for auto speeding. 

Supervisor Brown stated that the , 
officers were not over-exacting in en -1 
forcing the law. While the speed limit | 
on the highways, fixed by the state, i 
is 20 miles an hour, very few arrests 
were made for speed under 30 miles.

PONGEE CLOTH 
HARD TO MATCH 

Pongee silk is the undyed silk of 
silkworms fed on the leaves of the 
scrub oak chiefly, though other trees 
are used in some portions of the pon¬ 
gee district. The silk is produced 
almost exclusively in Shantung prov¬ 
ince and portions of North China im¬ 
mediately adjacent. 

The real pongee cloth, made of this j 
uncolored specially produced silk is 
distinct from the pongees of commerce 
made in all colors from other silk. 
Each piece of cloth is make from a 
particular lot of silk, and, therefore, 
each piece varies from all other pieces 
in exact quality, weight and fineness, 
and in a slight decree in color and 
other qualities. 

There are certain general grades of 
cloth, certain varieties of weave, cer¬ 
tain popular weights, etc.; but women 
shopping in Chinese pongees find it 
very difficult to match pieces, and on 
the face of things it is practically im¬ 
possible to furnish any great number 
of pieces of a certain weight, grade and 
quality such as a modern clothing 
manufacturing establishment would 
require to standardize a certain line of 
garments from that particular cloth, 
says the Daly Consular and Trade Re¬ 
ports. Doubtless special arrangements 
could be made for the standardizing 
of a certain amount of the cloth, but it 
could be had only by such an arrange¬ 
ment. 

The primary market for pongee is 
in Shantung province, where it is pro¬ 
duced, and most of the exports go out 
through Chefoo and Kiochau. About 
10 per cent of the product goes directly 
to the United States, 18 per cent to 
Great Britain direct, 57 per cent to 
France direct and about 15 per cent to 
Hongkong for further distribution, 
some of which goes to the United States. 

In buying and selling silk goods in 
China the standard is the piece, the 
price of a piece resting primarily 
upon its weight. Pongees in Hong¬ 
kong, for example, are sold by 
the piece, no matter how much silk of 
any particular standard is taken, and 
billed by the piece. Silks from Hong¬ 
kong are packed in tin-lined cases and 
are shipped by the most direct route, 
involving the least period at sea.

INTERESTING FEATURES 
OF POTTERY MAKING 


One interesting feature of pottery 
making is illustrated in some of the 
beaver-shaped pots found in the Mis¬ 
sissippi valley. The pols are intended 
for use, so the abdomen of the beaver 
is made unusually large that the ves¬ 
sel may have capacity. This is also 
true of some vases in human form 
found in the same region. Another in¬ 
teresting thing about such pottery as 
the beaver-shaped pots is that they 
do not differ particularly from vessels 
represen'ing other quadrupeds except 
for three or four conventional signs. 
For instance, the four incisors and the 
fiat tail, together with the representa¬ 
tion of a stick for the beaver to gnaw, 
indicate this animal on a pot from 
Southern Illinois. Efface these three 
conventional features and the pot 
might represent a bear or a wolf, 

The human head is sometimes rep¬ 
resented, and in Peru we find pots of 
this sort so well executed that they are 
truly portrait jars. Often the whole 
human form is remodelled, and some¬ 
times it is represented with its head¬ 
dress and ornaments. People are rep- 
| resented engaged in various activities. 
From such pottery the archaeologist 
j may study the personal adornment and 
j costumes of a people long extinct. We 
I know, from the representations in pot¬ 
tery of men with these objects, that 
in ancient Peru shells were used as 
symbols, that horns were blown and 
panpipes played upon. In Mexico 
have been found pottery figures repre¬ 
senting people beating turtle shells. 
One may learn of some animals and 
plants that were known.in a region at 
the period when certain pottery was 
made, if that pottery represents such 
forms.

THE SCENIC ROAD. 

To the Editor of The Enterprise—Sir: 
The San Mateo Board of Trade devoted 
one full session to \V. B. Lawrence’s 
scenic road proposition and after dis¬ 
cussion appointed a committee to take 
tlie matter up and report on the feasi¬ 
bility and possibility of successfully 
carrying a bond issue. 

1 he route of the proposed road is 
from the county line where the ocean 
boulevard, it extended would enter 
San Mateo county; thence along the 
ridge or high ground, east of south, 
through Jersey Farm; and above the 
Spiing Valley lakes, and following tile 
ridge or high ground to the southerly 
boundary ol the county at or opposite 
Stantord University. It is proposed to 
build a road twenty-four feet wide of 
reinforced concrete base and macadam 
asphalt finish at an estimated cost of 
$17,000 per mile and a total cost for the 
thirty miles of road of $540,000, for 
which Mr. Lawrence suggested that 
the county should issue twenty year 
bonds. 

Ihe proposed road begins on the 
Spring Valley’s big tract of land at 
Lake Merced, and would run through 
Spring Valley land more than half of 

its 00 miles in this county. When not 

tiaversing the lands of the water com¬ 
pany it would run for most of theother 
half of its length over the lands of San 
Mateo county's land barons, to wit:

CARPET FOR CALIFORNIA 

Shipment Worth Nearly a Million Dol¬ 
lars for San Francisco. 

A solid train of sixty cars, contain¬ 
ing 15,000 rolls of carpet, left Chicago 
via the Chicago and Northwestern 
Railway Thursday for Omaha, en route 
from New York to San Francisco. The 
; special train is over a mile in length, 
j There are 500 miles of carpet in the 
j shipment. This represents carpet 
’ enough to lay a width the entire 
length of the line of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway from Chicago 
to Omaha, and is said to be the larg¬ 
est solid trainload of freight ever con 
signed across the continent. 

It is the product of Alexander Smith 
& Sons’ Carpet Works, Yonkers, N. Y. 
To make the carpets required the la¬ 
bor ol i S00 workers for eight days, 
an equivalent of one day’s work for 
62,400 operators, and if it were piled 
up in rolls one on top of another over 
an area of 400 square feet it would 
overtop the Singer building tower in 
New York city. 

The weight of the carpet is 1,500,000 
pounds, and it is valued at almost 
$1,000,000. Such a shipment even a 
decade ago would have been beyoni 
the imagination of the most optimistic 
weaver, and is regarded as -tangible 
evidence of the remarkable growth of 
the carpet weaving industry in Amer¬ 
ica. It goes to supply the increasing 
demand on the Pacific Coast.

SENATE OPPOSES 
COERCING MEXICO 

Stone ot Missouri Introduces 
Unpopular Resolution 

Congress is in no temper to meddle 
in the internal affairs of Mexico, and 
in the Senate a majority of both sides 
of the chamber will endeavor to pre- 
vent open discussion of the travail 
through which the republic south of 
the Rio Grande is passing. 

This was made clear at the conclu¬ 
sion of a speech on the Mexican situ- 
ation by Senator Stone of Missouri, 
who advocated empowering the Presi¬ 
dent to use the Army and Navy in any 
way he might see fit to protect Ameri¬ 
can lives and property. Stone’s reso¬ 
lution was referred to the Foreign Re: 
lations Committee, which is not likely 
to act upon it soon. 

Senators Cullom, Bacon, Root and 
Lodge, all members of this committee, 
immediately deplored public discussion 
of a sister republic’s troubles, and 
several took the Missourian sharply 
to task for the tenor of his remarks, 
suggesting that such discussion should 
i occur only in executive session. 

Senator Bacon said he wanted <t 
understood that the views Stone ex¬ 
pressed are not universally shared in 
the Senate. He said that to give the 
President “power to use the Army and 
Navy as he may see fit is in itself a 
declaration of war,” and the time for 
such an extreme course had not ar¬ 
rived. 

Root was even more emphatic in his 
disapproval. 

“Granting that injuries had been 
done to the lives and property of 
American citizens that ought to be re¬ 
dressed,” he said, “it does not follow 
that we should begin the process of 
securing redress by threatening force 
on the part of a larger force against a 
smaller and weaker one." 

This, he said, would be a reversal 
of national policy and a step backward 
in civilization, lie regarded the adop¬ 
tion of a resolution giving the Presi 
dent such broad discretion as equiva¬ 
lent. to a declaration of war. It prefaced 
with a threat, “our demand for repa- 
1 ration,” he said. 

In ttie interest of peace Senator 
Lodge deprecated discussion of the 
situation in Mexico —a country for 
which, lie said, we have none but the 
kindliest feelings.
